AGREEMENT REACHED 


The Turkish statesmen reviewed 
the course of Turkish policy during 
the last critical yéars, and the Prime 
Minister was able to assure them

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Control of Hospitals 


HE signs of the times nnmis- 
E takably pointed to  “‘deter- 

mined attempts at bureaucratic 
control of our (medical) profession 
arid our voluntary hospitals,” said 
Professor Henry Moore last night at 
the inaugural meeting of the Medical 
Society in University © College, 


‘Dublin. 


‘Indeed repeated efforts to gain 
control of our hospitals have already 
been made, disguised in various 
ways, but they have been defeated 
so far.. But, make no mistake, even 
rew plans are probably being made 
to achieve these undemocratic ends.'' 

Professor Moore said that there 
was grave danger, if medical men 
did not unite in belligerent opposi- 
tion, that they would become -badly- 
paid civil servants. As a 
recent attempt at exploitation 
of medical men he instanced 
the National Health Insufance 
Society. This’ society, he said, 
is at the present time striving to 

ersuade the voluntary and State 
Roapitehe to enter into a contract to 
maintain and treat more than 
550,000 persons, when they fall ill, 
at the rate of two guineas per week. 
This insurance society is a statu- 
tory body, and is under the general 
control of the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health. Con- 
sequéntly the Minister has the power 
to compel all the hospitals under 
his control to accept this scheme. 
The voluntary hospitals are, for- 
tunately,’ in a different position, and 
he can only compel them to accept 
it by indirect methods. This scheme 
is grossly unfair, and must be de- 
finitely refused in its present form 
by all the voluntary hospitals,

“ Maria Marten; or, Murder at 
the Red Barn,” is one of the most 
famous plays of all time. Its 
author is unknown; it dates from 
somewhere in the last century; 

most of its contemporaries are 
irrecoverably lost. Its fame as a 
má depends, not on its merits, 

ut on its defects; for it is. the 
greatest and best known example 
of the Victorian melodrama. The 
formula for that type of entertain- 
ment is known to everybody. There 
are the gallant hero and “é black- 
hearted villain, the defenceless 
maid and the-poor old mother, the 
eold, cold snow, the railway train 
thundering down the track to cut 
off an innocent head, the: last- 
minute yescue, and the final 
triumph of Right in the Person of 
a jolly Jack Tar. The whole is a 
sketch in black and white; the bad 
people are worse, an the good 
people better, than any that one 
can imagine. Qnee upon a time 
such plays werg the standard 
entertainment provided by at least 
one old Dublin theatre. Recently 
one of them was revived in a 
burlesque form, when the Gate 
Theatre Company presented “‘ The 
Drunkard : or, The Fallen Saved ” ; 
and this year London has seen pro- 
ductions of ‘‘ Maria Marten”’ and 
Dion Boncicault’s '“ The Streets: of 
London.” Nowadays, the audiences 
come to them, not to be thrilled 
to the marrow, but to laugh. One 
must sympathise, . however, .. with. 
Mr. James Agate, who writes of 
the last-named play : ‘‘ Ten minutes 
of this at a very late hour, in a 
very smalj room, at the top of very 
many . of Bloomsbury’s steepest 
stairs might be amusing. Three 
hours of it, no,” Any play which 
depends on a single joke easily 
becomes boring. Burlesque melo- 
drama depends on one inferior 
joke. The stuff of drama is there— 
goodness and wickedness, love and 
hate, bravery and cowardice, death 
and rescue; the themes are ever- 
lasting. It is only that an age 
that, has become accustomed to 
living on a middle plane feels 
itself entitled to laugh at an age 
of extremes. The Victorian age 
was, in fact, an age of extremes, 
In those parts of the country where 
life is still painted in primary 
colours, the melodrama has its 
original appeal,. The sophisticated 
audiences who laugh at it for its 
absurdity may be themselves out of 
touch with reality.

Discovery of 


Silver. Hoard 


ILVEÉE “haoise thousand of 
S them—some “minted im Dublin, 
some in Carlingford, some with 
the image: of. King ohn; some that 
of John de Ccarey, Prince’ of Ulster, 
their bright. metaltarnished’ only a 
little by the six or seven hundred 
years since they were hidden away— 
this is the treasure which has been 
discovered by a six-year-old child in 
County Clare 

She is the daughter of a small 
farmer, Michael Fitzgerald, living at 
Drummoher, near ‘orofin. During 
the winter she has been accustomed 
to drive her father’s cattle home 
along a rough track, which may be 
part of a medieval road, Some 
months ago she noticed a small, 
bright coin, about the size of a three- 
penny piece, lying by the side of the 
track. “She brought it home, but her 
father failed to deciplier the inscrip- 
tion on if and put it aside, At 
intervals during the next few weeks 
she picked up similar coins. 

She pointed out the place, and, 
looking around, the father noticed 
a large, flat stone lying on a slight 
incline by the side of the track. He 
raised the stone and underneath it 
found the coins—1,130 of them— 
without covering. He reported the 
find to Miss Jane Burton, of Adelphi 
House, and later to Lord Clarina 
and Mr. Joseph Scott. 

The matter was reported to the 
Museum, and Dr. Joseph Raftery, of 
the Irish Antiquities Section, went 
down to Clare; made preliminary 
arrangements for purchase, and 
brought the hoard back to Dublin. 

The find is being examined by Dr. 
Liam O'Sullivan, the National 
Museum expert. From thé few he 
has examined — chiefly of the late 
12th and early 15th century—he is 
satisfied that it is one of the most 
valuable, if not the most valuable, 
hoards ever found in Ireland. 


Dublin Pawn Office 
Hold-Up
